The Republican fight now in progiesi 


n Pennsylvania is a scramble for power 
nd not a light for principle. The strng- 
le against the machine as controlled by 
Juay is in favor of the machine to be 
ontrolled by Martin or Hastings or by 
'homever is the new boss to be selected, 
t is generally considered, however, that 
Quay's overthrow will have the effect of 
urifying politics In the State. 
The 


ombination against ijuay may be able 
o establish their machine just as firmly 
s the Quay-Cameron machine w;is es- 
iblished, but tlie chances are against 
leir doing so. 
It is generally believed heio thatCam- 
ron'ii desire to become the Republican 
andiJate for the Presidency upon a sil- 
er platform has aided in b-inging about 
ie state of affairs that now exists in 
ennsylvania. 
There 
was probably 


ever the slightest chance that he could 
arry the Republicans of the State into 
ie silver camp, and his attempt to do so 
as, it is thought, weakened him in the 
tale and has also hurt Senntor Quay. 
Unless it is demonstrated that Cam- 
ron can carry his own State he ceases to 
e a possibility in the race for the nom- 
lation, even if the silver men determine 
to put a ticket of their own in the field 
Cameron has been talked of bv the silver 
men because they have hoped that he 
would «o to the Republican convention 
with a solid delegation from Pennsyl- 
vania behind him. Xow that this seems 
out of the question it is doubtful if the 
use of his name can be of the slightest 
use even to the silver men. 


Knilroad Ornamentation. 


Some of the railroads in this country 


have encouraged or adopted the practice 
of ornamenting with (lowers the grounds 
at the stations—a practice costing little 
or nothing in money, and requiring some 
pleasing attention by way of thought. 
Such railways thus become more at- 
tractive to travelers, who would choose 
such roads in preference to the more 
repulsive ones, and many persons would 
naturally feel safer from accidents on a 
road whose managers were actuated by 
such sentiments of civilization. These 
remarks are suggested by an account in 
a late number of the London Garten, 
of the rich floral displav at the Bakewell 
station on the Midland railroad. 
On 


approaching the station, the steep banks 
of the cutting. (10 feet deep and upwards, 
and VI rods long, are laid out in borders 
of neat and tasteful design, terrace 
above terrace, with narrow paths be- 
tween.

A bone-grafting operation was per- 


ormed at the Hahnemann Hospital, in 
Philadelphia, last week, expert surgeons 
ubstituting a portion of a sheep's leg 
>r a diseased bone in the leg of a flfteen- 
ear-old boy named Folwell. The phy- 
cians say that their patient is doing 


well, although it is too early to deter- 
mine whether the operation will prove a 
uccess.

The boy was placed under the influence 
f ether and the part of the bone of the 
ght leg for seven inches above the 
nkle joint, was carefully cut away. The 
heep in the meantime had been chloro- 
ormed, and the surgeons cut away a 
ortion of its foreleg to the exact meas- 
rement of the part the place of which it 
pas to take. As soon as the bone was 
taken from the sheep it was fitted in the 
ap and the joints of the boy's bone were 
overed with periosteum from the sheep's 
one in order to afford the proper nour- 
hment to the bone. 
The entire operation was carried on 
nder the strictest antiseptic treatment, 
nd as soon as the sheep had served its 
urpose its throat was cut. Only a few 
uch operations have been successfully 
-arried out, the earlier method of em- 


oying pounded animal bone, decalcified, 
aving been almost universally unsuc- 
essful.

The otlicial statement of receipts and 


expenditures for June and for the fiscal 
year ended June. 30, 1895, considered in 
connection with the rapidly improving 
business situation, indicates that the 
corner has been turned, ;.UJ that the 
period of deficits introduced by the un- 
wise tariff, silver and pensiou legislation 
of the Harrison aduruistration is about 
ended. 
Tbe position of the 
federal 


treasury at the present time is very sat- 
isfactory. The gold reserve exceeds the 
$100,000,000 formerly deemed adequate 
and for months to come there is an as- 
sured prospect of its continuing undi- 
mimshed. The net cash balance is $95,- 
240,153. At the same time receipts are 
beginning to exceed expenditures so 
that the strong position of the treasury 
is likely to be permanent. In June re- 
ceipts were $25,015,474 and expenditures 
$21,683,029 the surplus for the month 
being nearly $4,000,000. Tte customs 
receipts of June, 1885, exceeded those of 
June, 1S94, while the McKinley law was 
in force, by some $3 500,000. The fiscal 
year just ended embraced some of the 
worst months of the panic period, so 
that it is not surprising that it ends with 
a deficit, but is gratifying to note that 
the deficit is but $42 825,049, as against 
a deficit of $69,803,260 in the year ended 
June 30,1S94. As the government's in- 
come varies with the activity of the 
country's business, and business is now 
improving greatly, it is reasonable, in 
view of the above facts, to expect, with 
the continuance of existing conditions, 
a handsome surplus in Mr. Carlisle's re- 
port for the year ending June 30 1896 — 
Kallo. Sun.

The Farm in Summer. 


WIIT THERE SHOULD BE NO TRUCE 
is THE WEED WAR. How WEEDS

July and August are the months when 


weeds spring upon every available space, 
and the danger is that the efforts for 
their destruction may be relaxed as soon 
as the crops are well started. Too much 
dependence is placed on the crop to keep 
down the weeds, and it does happen that 
a thrifty and quick-growing crop will 
give weeds but a small chance to live, 
but. there are so many kinds of weeds 
that it is difficult to escape them, as the 
conditions that are unsuitable for some 
kinds are very favorable for others. 
There are farmers who follow a regular 
routine of work. They cultivate thei 
corn a certain numtx-r of times, Riving 
it two or three "workings'* until it is 
"laid by," and will not go on the field 
again with a cultivator under any cir- 
cumstances. 
It is on such farms that 


the stocks of weeds are propagated, from 
which seeds are scattered over the ad- 
joining farms. It should be instilled into 
the minds of such farmers that there is 
no time for "laying by" the corn if there 
are even but a few weeds urnong the 
rows. A single weed left standing may 
cause a thousand to spring up next 
season. 


The seeds of most of the weed families 


retain their vitality for years, and if 
buried tb:s year by the plow may be 
brought to the surface when the land is 
again plowed. The vacant lots of cities 
and towns contribute largely to the sup- 
ply of weeds, the light seeds not only 
being carried to great distances by the 
winds, but also by the tops of the raxl- 
road cars, which distribute them hun- 
dreds of miles along the railroads. The 
seeds of vegetables, and of wheat, clover 
and grass, purchased and brought on th? 
farm, too frequently contain the seeds of 
weeds, because it is impossible to detect 
them or remove them from the seeds in- 
tended for crops. The manure heap is 
also a receptacle for matured weeds, the 
seeds being distributed over the fields 
when spreading manure, and the fence 
corners and other locations contribute 
their share in keeping the farmer busy 
the greater portion of th^growing season 
in the effort of destroying weeds and 
saving his crops.

pletery destroy weeds, and if they dam- 
aged none but themselves, all would be 
well, but they entail hundreds of dollars 
loss on others and make farming a very 
disagreeable occupation to some. 
Laws 


would, no doubt, prevent this condition 
of affairs to some extent if properly en- 
forced, but the most reliance should be 
placed on organized effort for the com- 
plete destruction of weeds. Nearly all 
of the familiar weeds are annuals, and 
can be kept down and exterminated in a 
year or two if they are destroyed when 
young, and in many cases, where the 
mower can be used, the work is easy. 
The most profitable plan is to grow crops 
that require the hoe, harrow and culti- 
vator, and not to omit cultivation until 
the land is entirely free of weeds, at the 
same time rooting out all weeds growing 
on locations upon which the cultivator 
cannot be used.—HccortL 


Country Roads. 


The economic value of good roads is 


not as thoroughly understood by mo=t 
farmers as it ought to be. Xo better 
topic for discussion, at a Grange or Far- 
mers'Club meeting, could be taken up 
than this. There are two aspects to the 
question worth considering. AVe have 
often referred to tlie wear and tear upon 
horses, harness and wagons, and the 
waste of valuable time, caused by bad 
roads. This is a point of no little import- 
ance, for the annual loss from this cause 
as has been clearly shown, is much 
greater than a tax sufficient to keep the 
roads in good order would amount to 
But there is money value not only in 
keeping the road in gooil oider, but also 
m keeping it neat and tidy. When 
weeds, bushes, and rubbish of' all kinds 
are allowed (o encumber the roadside 
tne whole neighborhood is made to look 
untidy, and the effect is to lower the 
value of all the property bordering upon 
the road. A stranger driving along such 
an ill-kept way is most unfavorably im- 
pressed. 
The natural interence is— 


though it may be a mistaken one-that 
the farmers of the vicinity are an un- 
thrifty lot, among whom it would be 
very undesirable to settle. On the other 
hand, a well-made roadway, passing be- 
tween borders of grass or cultivated 
l»nd, and all kept in trim order, attracts 
the eye at once, and one involuntarily 
concludes that here is an enterprising, 
thrifty, prosperous community. And 
the conclusion would not be far out of 
the way. 


PKOFITS OF THE FARM. 


Most farmers have to do the best they 


can, not as they would wish. 
And 


whether they get their rightful share of 
the farm profits depends not only upon 
their ability to work and plan, but also 
upon their ability to market what they 
have to sell, as well as upon the careful- 
ness of the wife also. For instance, the

Crop Rotation. 


Long experience confirms the theory 


that Hie same crops, though adequately 
manured, will in time wear out the ele- 
ments of the soil tor which they are 
specially adapted, the fact making itself 
known by the falling off in their quanti- 
ty and quality together. Aftera certain 
period, either the crops have to be chang- 
ed or the land must be suffered'to lie 
fallow. The latter treatment is too ex- 
pensive in our modern farming, and 
therefore the alternative is to change the 
crop entirely. For this purpose it is of 
course essential that as large a variety of 
crops be cultivated as is practicable. 
The experiments in the garden furnish a 
safe guide for those in the Held. We 
already know that lands cropped with 
wheat or tobacco for a number of years 
will steadily decline in fertility, while 
those devoted to market gardening are 
as steadily gaining in productiveness. 
There is, of coiuse, some good reason for 
this besides the character of the soil 
alone. Xor will the question of fertiliz- 
ation meet the requirements of the=ase. 
It is well demonstrated that the crop 
itself has exhausted tho-e properties of 
the soil by which it is chieHy nourished. 


According to Prof. Cioessmann, the 


introduction of clover arid potatoes 
marks a new era in this respect in agri- 
culture. The old four-yeais course, call- 
ed the "I>'orfolk course," was as follows: 
First year, root crops-turnips, ruta- 
bagas, etc.; second .u-ar, Summer grains 
—bailey, etc; third year, fodder crops 
—leguminous plants, clover,etc.; fornth 
year, Winter grains—wheat, etc. 
Xow 


instead of grain crops forming the ob- 
jective point of farming, more import- 
ance is attached to other ciops. and in 
many cases the latter occupy fully two- 
thirds of the land cultivated. The pio- 
fessor maintains that a rotation of crops 
tends to increase the chances of render-1 
ing the raising of farm crops more sue- ' 
cessful, and therefore more remunerative 
than anyof the old systemsof field man- 
agement. The object aimed at in rota- 
tion is to regulate, as far as possible, the 
chemical and physical conditions of the 
soil, having reference to the kinds of 
crops to be raised. Any judicious sys- 
tem of rotation assigns to each crop that 
place in the course laid down which 
promises it tne most advantage in the 
existing conditions of the soil.—M,I.~,VI- 
'laixrtt.-, }'li,iiiihinnii.

Sulphur !•> a solid, non-metallic mine- 


ral, which hits been known from earliest 
ages. It is li.ml. yellow ,mrl lintllp,aml 
has a most offensive odor. It is found 
in veins or beds, mostly near active vol- 
canoes. The imported sulphur mostly 
comes from Snlfntia in .Sicily, but large 
luantilies are also procured from copper 
and iron pyrites. These mineials 'ire 
heated, and the sulphur being volatile 
Hies off in fumes which are conveyed by 
means of pipes to ,i condensing roo.n. 
If left in Ihe powderv slate in uhich it 
condenses it is c.illprl Hour of sulphur ; if 
melted and cast inlo bais it i.s milled roll 
sulphur 


The "ian;rp is a paiasitic disease to 


which some animals are, veiy 
liable 


Sulphur ointment should be used as ,ui 
external treatment and Hour of sulphur 
given internally, mixed in the milk. 


A German physician recommends to 


consumptives the sulphur treatment. 
This consists in the pali*.nt<i living j,J 
rooms where one or two diachms of sul- 
phur are melted dailv. on a hot stove. 
The first ten days there will be felt in- 
creased irritation and a cough: the se 
soon decrease and impiovement is lap- 
idly felt, and complete cures oHen ef- 
fected, if the disease is not too far ad- 
vanced. 


When plants, roses, etc , are at all 


affected wilh mildew, sprinkle the foliage 
with water, then dust on Hour of siil- 
phus quite thickly and allow it to stand 
for a few davs, when it may lie linsed 
off. but is to be renewed if necessary. 


To disinfect clothing, mix one (en- 


spoonful of the milk of sulphur to one 
pint of water, sprinkle the clothing light- 
ly with this, then iron it with an iron 
hot enough to volatilise the sulphur 
without, burning the clothing. 


Sulphur may be kept in small muslin 


bags in drawers and cupboards, as a pro- 
tection against the ravages of the red 
and black ants. 


For preventing vermin in bird cages, 


tie a little sulphur in a hag and srsnend 
it in the cage. Sulphur is said to kill all 
kinds of fungus jn mail- nt,Mt or p]ants 


For diiihtheiia, put a tenspoonfii! of 


sulphur in a niuec-lassfnl ol water, stir- 
ring it with the (inpei 30 that it will min- 
gle with the water. After it is well 
mixed, let the patient gargle it. and after 
gargling swallow a small quantity. If 
,he disease i.s too far advanced for purg- 
ing, throw some sulphur into the throat 
>y means of a quill, which will cause 
the fungus to shrink, after which the 
iiilphur gargle may be us3il. 


A sulphur wash is an excellent remedy 


'or roughness and pimples on the akin, 
lake it by taking one ounce of sulphur 
our and pouring over it one quart of 
oiling water; allow this to stand and 
teep for twelve hows: then apply it to 
he skin thiee or four times a week. 
Traces of sulphur are found in both 


be vegetable and animal kingdoms, as 


,well as in the 'mineral. Oftentimes the 
disagreeable odors which some plants 
give forth are due to the sulphur which 
they contain. 


Sulphur is used for bleaching; also in 


making gun-powder and matches. 


In case of being very near to premises 


or apartments where there is diphtheria, 
the simplest, yet effectual mode of fumi- 
gating is to drop a little sulphur on a hot 
stove, or on a few hot coals carried 
through tlie rooms. 
Ju this way the 


spread of the disease may be stopped. 


Sulphur makes one of the best treat- 


ments, both externally anil internally. 
for skin diseases, particiilaily where 
itching is a symptom. 


For a sweetish or bitter pasty taste in 


the mouth try a few doses of sulphur. 


Sulphur is good for chronic diarrlm-a.. 


For constipation, sulphur will often give

Tlie Iloucy Bee. 


When selecting a queen, says the 


Canadian Lice Stock Journal, the pre- 
ference should, other things being equal, 
be given to the prolific queen. A young 
queen will, as a rule, deposit more e"gs 
than the old. In this respect a queen 
bee follows the general disposition of 
the hen. The first year she is at, her 
best, the second she may show slight 
symptoms of failing, ami so on until she 
becomes comparatively valueless in the 
hive. 
The weather, apart from in- 


fluencing the inner temperature of the 
hive, even if there are llowers in abun- 
dance, may, through rain, prevent the 
bees from working, or the cold mav have 
the same effect. 
When much honey is 


gathered, and the bees are carrying 
more food about the hive, the queen gets 
a greater quantity, and she is stimulated 
to deposit eggs, so that more honey may 
be gathered and more excitement to the 
hives means that more brood is reared 
and the old bees perish more quickly and 
young bees are required to replace them 
Ihe room in the hive must, at times, in- 
fluence the amount of eggs deposited 
By that I menu that when the hive bf- 
Sins to be crowded with brood in -ill 
stages and with honey, and the queen 
cannot find room to deposit eggs she 
must deposit less eggs in the combs 


Sometimes, when the queen does not 


appear to respond to generous food and 
carry out her function in life, the worker 
bees supersede their queen. They begin 
a number of queen cells, and rearvoun- 
queens. The young queen is impreg- 
nated, and begins to deposit eggs i,, the 
cells, and, under such conditions, though 
rarely, I have seen, week after week 
the young and old queen together in one 
hive. 
It appears almost as if there was 


a feeling that the old queen had labored 
faithfully during her best years, and the 
bees recognized that she deserved to die 
a natural death. 
Again, when the hive 


is crowded, and honey in the fields and 
woods in abundance, the bees get what 
is known as the swarming impulse 
Under that impulse they start from five 
to over a hundred queen cells. Tlie egg 
hatches in three days, and ](j days from 
tlie time that the egg is deposited or 
13 from the time that it hatches, the 
young queen emerges. 
The bees gener- 


ally start several batches, maturing -it 
different times. 
The object oC this will 


be seen later on. The question will also 
be asked, Why .-.re there so m,my queen 
cells't 
Several young queen culls lutch 


at the same lime. 
These young queens 


have a royal combat; the strongest and 
most vigorous is thus likely to become 
the mother of the colony, and transmit 
her qualities to the woiker bees. It is 
not generally known that the old bees 
and the old queen leave the old hives 
and look for a new home. 
Such how- 


ever, is the case. 
Generally about a 


week or eight days before the first cells 
start to hatch, the swarm emerges and 
leaves the hive queeuless, with the ex- 
i-eption of the partly matured cells 
When the first batch of cells hatch, and 
a, second swarm is thought or, these 
emerge with more bee? to form another 
swarm, and leave the remaining cells 
from which the mother of the old colony 
will emerge. Theseveral \oung queens 
which emerge and My out with the second 
or after swarm, have a ro>,d combat in 
their new home, and as a rule, after 
swarms can be distinguished by the 
young, and sometimes numerous, queens. 
If a colony for some leason becomes 
suddenly queenless. tlie bees lake eggs 
which would otheiwise have develop 
into worker bees, and build about the 
young larva- a queen cell, feed it with 
royal jelly, and in that way replace the 
old queen. The above will give us an 
idea of the conditions under which c 
cells are built.
